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Tackling inequalities 



M ORE than 200 
people packed 
into Hackney 
Town Hall to 
join councillors and social 
policy experts to debate 
inequality in the borough. 

The event, called 
‘Tackling Inequalities in a 
Changing Borough,’ was 
open to all residents and 
interested parties, who 
were invited to discuss how 
changes in the borough have 
impacted on employment, 
poverty and the community. 

The debate, on 24 
November, was chaired 
by Cllr Carole Williams. 
Speakers included Alison 
Garnham, Chief Executive 
of Child Poverty Action 
Group; Graeme Cooke, a 
specialist in jobs and skills 
welfare; Bill Kerry, of The 
Equality Trust and Deputy 
Mayor of Hackney, Cllr 
Sophie Linden. 

Housing topped the 
agenda, with audience 
members and panellists alike 
calling for rent controls in 
the private rented sector. 

Bill Kerry went on to discuss 


the role of financial equality 
in social cohesion. He said: 
“Workers paid the national 
minimum wage would have 
to work for 342 years to 
earn the average annual pay 
of a FTSE 100 CEO.” 

He went on to 
acknowledge that councils’ 
powers are limited and that 
some spending allocation 
was out of their control, 
adding: “Hackney should 
adopt a goal that the net 
impact of spending policies 


will be to reduce the gap 
between the richest and the 
rest of the borough.” 

Graeme Cooke talked 
about the importance of 
local schemes - like the 
Council’s Ways into Work 
programme - in helping the 
long term unemployed into 
jobs and the social benefits 
of work, while Alison 
Garnham highlighted the 
challenges the borough faces 
around child poverty. 

She said that two thirds 


of poor children come from 
working families and that 
welfare cuts had caused a 
disproportionate effect 
on them. 

Speaking after the debate, 
Cllr Williams said: “It was 
great to see so many people 
- many of whom had never 
entered the Town Hall 
before - turn out to debate 
inequalities and the impact 
it has not just on income but 
also on health, community 
safety, education and 
employment.” 

Cllr Sophie Linden 
added: “It was a thought 
provoking evening, with 
many new ideas, but it was 
also heartening to see that 
so much of the best practice 
mentioned by the experts is 
already in place in Hackney. 

“This is just the beginning; 
in the new year the Council 
will be getting out into the 
community to talk to as 
many people as possible to 
ensure everyone’s voice and 
opinions on inequality are 
heard. We will be following 
up on the ideas and concerns 
raised during the debate.”

relies on to provide animal 
welfare services. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“These new kennels 
will help us rehabilitate 
neglected or abused dogs 
and give them the best 
chance of being re-homed. 
My message to anyone 
thinking of getting a pet or 
buying one as a present is 
to make sure they can look 
after it properly. 

“Pets need to be neutered 
and vaccinated to reduce 
the spread of diseases. It’s 
important that they are 
microchipped so that 
any animals that do end 
up in our hands can be 
quickly reunited with 
their owners.” 

The 10 draught-free, 
chew-proof kennels are 
individually heated and 
thermostatically controlled. 
They include a bed area and 
individual exercise area for 
each dog as well as a large 
external exercise area. 


Reminder to register to vote 


RESIDENTS are reminded they need to register to vote 
before the general elections on 7 May next year. 

The way people now register has changed. Under the 
old system, the ‘head of the household’ could register 
everyone who lived at their address. Under the new 
system each person must register individually. 

People who have recently moved to the area, or have not 
voted before are, in particular, urged to register. 

Most people who are already on the electoral role will be 
registered automatically under the new system, however 
some people will need to provide their full name, date of 
birth, address and national insurance number to make 
sure their details are correct. Registering takes just a 
couple of minutes online, or it can be done by post. 

The Council’s electoral canvassers are also visiting 
homes in the borough to help people to register.

HACKNEY Homes residents have backed the return of 
management of their homes to the Council. 

The three month consultation, which closed on 31 
October, asked residents to have their say on a proposal 
to return the management of their properties to the 
Council in April 2016. 

Independent research agency Ipsos MORI reported a 
response rate of nearly 20 per cent (6,1 58), of which 56 
per cent showed support for the proposal, 1 4 per cent 
opposed, 1 5 per cent neither supported nor opposed, 1 2 
per cent answered ‘don’t know’ and two per cent did not 
state a preference. 

The Council’s Cabinet will consider the outcome of the 
consultation and make a decision about the future of 
housing management functions in Hackney in January.

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New homes for social renting to have workforce drawn from residents and apprentices 



APPRENTICES and 
unemployed residents will 
be taken on to build new 
homes for social renting 
near Victoria Park. 

Last month, the Council 
chose Linden Homes to 
deliver the £4million scheme 
on King Edward’s Road. 

The new development will 
include landscaped garden 
space, a mix of 15 one to 


four-bedroom homes for 
social rent, plus 17 homes 
for private sale to help pay 
for the development. 

The homes for social 
renting will be completed by 
Spring 2016, and those for 
sale shortly afterwards. 

Four apprentices and 
a quarter of the Linden 
Homes workforce on the 
project will be drawn from 


residents, through the 
Council’s Ways Into Work 
programme. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 
Housing, said: “Amid 
the housing crisis, we 
are continuing to deliver 
new Council homes for 
social renting as part of a 
borough- wide programme 
amid challenging financial 


circumstances, and 
while supporting residents 
into work.” 

The scheme also contains 
bicycle storage and two 
parking spaces for disabled 
people but otherwise it 
is a car-free and green 
development.

Church Walk, N16; The 


Garden School, N16; The

and The Writer’s Shed, E8. 

There were also two 
commendations: Leonard 
Circus shared space, 
EC2A, and 215 Kingsland 
Road, E2; and two special 
mentions on the night: 
Hackney City Farm Shop, 
E2, and Blackbox, Nl. 

Wayne said: “Hackney 
has become a place where 


designers thrive, giving the 
space and opportunities 
that creative people can 
take forwards. 

“Creativity has led to 
the success that Hackney 
is now and the Hackney 
Design Awards helps to 
reward excellence and 
provide recognition.”

HARLES Jeffries 
is one of the 
few surviving 
Normandy 
veterans left in Hackney. 
One of 10 children, he was 
born in Bethnal Green in 
1922, and has lived in the 
borough since 1950. 

The 92-year-old says: 
“My mother had 10 
children, five girls, five boys. 

I never knew the luxury 
of having a father. I was 

I I months old when my 
father died through the 
results of war.” 

Charles became a milliner 
in Stepney, aged 14. He 
stayed in the hat-making 
industry until 1940, when 
he turned 1 8, and was 
conscripted into the Rifle 
Brigade during the Second 
World War. In 1942, he 
married his wife, Grace, 
and was granted a 48 hour 
compassionate leave to 
‘start a family.’ 

Two years later, on 5 
June, 1944, Charles was on 


a ship bound for France as 
part of an Allied invasion 
force which sought to 
liberate mainland Europe 
from Nazi tyranny. 

Charles recalls: “We left 
on the 5th and landed on 
the 6th because the weather 
was so bad. We landed on 
Sword Beach. The sea was 
up to my chest and there 
was artillery and machine 
gun fire. It was horrendous, 
with bodies - when you 
think of the young men - 
bodies being torn apart.” 

This was the Normandy 
landings, known as D-Day, 
which took place on 6 
June 1944. Some 156,000 
British, American and 
Canadian forces landed 
on five beaches along 
a 50-mile stretch of the 
heavily fortified coast in 
the Normandy region of 
France. The invasion was 
one of the largest seaborne 
military assaults in history. 

Over 4,000 Allied 
servicemen died in the 


attack. Last month, the 
Normandy Veterans 
Association officially 
disbanded, 70 years after 
the D-Day landings, due 
to decreasing membership 
and the fact that many 
former servicemen now 
find it hard to travel to 
the beaches in France to 
honour lost comrades. 


Charles was wounded in 
France by shrapnel from a 
shell that fell on Hill 112, 
one of the bloodiest battles 
of the conflict. He recalls: 
“One morning, I was called 
out of my slit trench for a 
cup of tea and a shell came 
over. I got wounded in the 
leg, and was taken to a field 
hospital. Within hours I 


was flown back to England 
in a Dakota which was full 
of wounded soldiers on 
stretchers on two levels.” 

After an operation on his 
leg, Charles was sent to a 
barracks in Edinburgh for 
medical assessment. 

He says: “To be honest, I 
wasn’t too keen to get back 
to France. I told the medical 
board that I couldn’t kneel 
on my left leg, and they said, 
‘kneel on your right, and go 
back to your regiment.’ So I 
was sent back to France.” 

Charles was involved 
in more battles in France, 
Belgium, Holland and 
Hamburg - where he was 
for the end of the war on 
8 May 1945. He recalls: 

“We were billeted in a large 
house near a canal. We 
found out that one of the 
barges was full of spirits. I 
think it rose six inches out 
of the water while we were 
there! I have no memories of 
VE Day at all.” 

Charles’ battalion was 


transferred to Palestine a 
month later, and he was 
demobilised in 1948. 

Charles says: “I remember 
crying my eyes out. I wanted 
to stay in the Army but I left 
because I was married and 
wanted to start my family.” 

In 1950, he moved to the 
Pembury Estate in Hackney, 
and has lived nearby 
ever since. Charles went 
back into the hat making 
business and hired a young 
apprentice, called Philip 
Somerville, who went on 
to make hats for the Queen 
Mother and Princess Diana, 
among others. 

Charles now enjoys a 
peaceful retirement. He 
says: “I love going to the 
Globe in Morning Lane, 
where they have live jazz on 
a Sunday. I like Hackney, 

I would never move out. 

I believe Hackney has 
gone from one extreme to 
another. I’ve seen the violent 
side and, particularly now, 
the peaceful side.”

The tree was erected on 
22 November to mark 


European Week for Waste 
Reduction and is part of 
a wider programme of 35 
different activities across 
seven boroughs, including 
school performances, stalls 
and other art installations. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “We 
want people to think about 
how they can reduce waste. 


If they start making small 
changes, it could make a big 
difference.” 

All the installations will 
remain in place during 
December and were the 
product of collaborations 
between public art designers 
Dallas Pierce Quintero 
and local primary school 
children, whose work is 
created from waste materials 
to represent the foods most 
commonly thrown away: 
drinks, vegetables, salad, 
fruit, leftover meals and 
baked goods. 


‘We’re watching you’: campaign to prevent dog fouling launched 


A CAMPAIGN to prevent dog 
fouling has been launched in 
a bid to stop dog owners from 
failing to scoop the poop. 

Hackney is among 23 local 
authorities which have signed 
up to the campaign, launched 
by national environment charity 
Keep Britain Tidy. 

As part of the campaign, glow 
in the dark posters are set to be 
put up around the borough to 


help keep parks tidy. 

Phil Barton, chief executive of 
Keep Britain Tidy, said: “People 
see dog fouling as the most 
unacceptable and dirtiest type of 
litter, and the biggest concern in 
environmental quality. 

“With more than five million 
dogs in England producing 
nearly 600,000 tonnes of 
waste each year, concerns are 
understandable.” 


Recent research shows 
that dog walkers are more 
responsible - and pick up after 
their dogs - when they think they 
are being watched. 

The waterproof posters 
charge during the day so they 
can glow for around 10 hours 
each night. They display 
illuminated eyes with the words 
‘Thoughtless Dog Owners - 
We’re Watching You!’ 


Research conducted by Keep 
Britain Tidy also found that dog 
fouling increased during the 
winter, when the days shortened, 
and more owners took their dogs 
out in the dark. 

The campaign follows a 
pilot scheme, funded by the 
Department For Environment, 
which saw an average reduction 
of 46 per cent in dog fouling in 
areas where the posters were up.

THREE Hackney schools have been singled out as ‘stars’ 
by Transport for London (TfL) in recognition of their work 
to encourage safer travel and increase levels of cycling 
and walking to and from school.

Call out-of-hours GP service 

RESIDENTS will be able to access high quality health 
advice and treatment from local GP services this winter, 
even when their doctor’s surgery is closed. 

Set up by doctors from local practices, City and Hackney’s 
out-of-hours service, known as CHUHSE, is for people who 
need medical help fast but is not a 999 emergency. 

After contacting CHUHSE, the patient receives a call back 
from a doctor who will talk to them about their symptoms 
and advise them on next steps. 

If the patient needs to be seen urgently, the doctor 
can arrange an appointment with , rTli 
aGP. 

CHUHSE GPs can also offer 
home visits in cases where 
patients are housebound. 

CHUHSE is available 
from 6.30pm to 8am on 
weekdays, and 24 hours 
on weekends and public 
holidays.

Register for pharmacy service 


PATIENTS who are registered with a Hackney GP can sign 
up to a new scheme that could entitle them to free over- 
the-counter medicines. 



The Pharmacy First scheme is available in nearly every 
pharmacy in the borough and means that patients with 
minor ailments such as hay fever, back pain, conjunctivitis 
or contact dermatitis can go to their pharmacist during 
opening hours rather than their GP. 

Patients who are exempt from prescription charges, 
including children under 1 6, won’t have to pay for any 
medicines that the pharmacist recommends. 

Patients who pay will be charged the cost of a prescription, 
or the over-the-counter value, 
whichever is cheaper. 

To register, patients need to get 
a voucher from their GP surgery 
and take it to any participating 
pharmacy.

T HE church of 
St Michael and 
All Angels, near 
London Fields, 
celebrates its 150th 
birthday on 5 December, 
although the current 
building dates from 1961. 

The first St Michael’s 
stood on the other side of 
London Fields, in Lamb 
Lane, and was built to 
serve the rapidly growing 
population of South 
Hackney. By the start of the 
1900s, St Michael’s was the 
most fashionable church 
in Hackney, with a large 
number of assistant clergy to 
help run four services a day. 

The presence of so many 
wealthy worshippers 
deterred poorer people 
who lived in the Broadway 
Market area from 
attending, though they were 
welcomed. To remedy the 
situation, a soup kitchen, 
school and St Martin’s 


Mission Church were 
established in Ada Street. 
But after over 30 years 
hard work, the mission 
closed in 1936. 

St Michael’s first vicar, 
John Buckley Podmore, 
was also its longest serving, 
working there for 25 years. 
His son was the first to be 
baptised at the new church 
and was named Percy St 
Michael in its honour. 

Podmore was deeply 
committed to providing a 
good education for local 
children at a time when 
schooling was neither 
free nor compulsory. 
However the board schools, 
introduced by the 1870 
Education Act, were in 
direct competition with 
church schools. So instead, 
St Michael’s focused on 
attracting middle-class 
families willing to pay 
for a better education 
than that offered by the 
board schools. 

St Michael’s school 
survived until 1939, by 


which time it had pioneered 
the teaching of road safety 
and gained a reputation for 
its drama productions. 

With the outbreak of 
the Second World War, 
children were evacuated 
from London and the school 
closed. But religious services 
continued, including in 
air-raid shelters during the 
Blitz, with the vicar Edward 
Wildbore also serving as 
a warden. 

The school building 
was hit by a German V2 
rocket on 5 February 1945, 
destroying it and rendering 
the church unsafe. Services 


continued in what had 
previously been the Mission 
Church for St Philip’s 
Dalston in Wilman Grove, 
while the old church lay 
in ruins. Eventually it was 
decided not to rebuild on 
the old site, as the area was 
to be cleared and given over 
to light industry, so a new 
church should be located 
where the majority of its 
parishioners were living. 

A site on the corner of 
Lansdowne Drive and 
Lavender Grove was 
earmarked, and plans 
for a new church were 
drawn up by architect N 


F Cachemaille-Day. The 
Bishop of Stepney laid the 
foundation stone in 1959 
and the building, which 
included a stone from the 
ruins of the old St Michael’s, 
was consecrated on 1 1 
February 1961, 16 years to 
the day since the first service 
at Wilman Grove. 

There was no attempt 
to copy the Victorian style 
of the lost church in the 
new St Michael’s. Instead, 
influenced by the Liturgical 
Movement’s emphasis on 
worship, Cachemaille-Day 
created a square central 
space covered by a low 
concrete dome with a free- 
standing altar. 

He worked closely with 
artist John Hayward, who 
designed the aluminium 
sculpture of St Michael 
over the main door and 
Christus Rex over the altar 
(pictured). He also designed 
the Apostle’s Window to 
the east and a series of nine 
canvas murals mounted 
onto the walls. 


The new church was 
listed at Grade II by 
English Heritage in 
2006, acknowledging the 
building’s impressive design 
and decoration. 

St Michael’s has always 
moved with the times from 
serving the needs of the 
poor in South Hackney, 
to being noted in 1959 
for welcoming new 
Caribbean residents into 
its congregation. Today it 
continues as an active and 
inclusive church for the 
London Fields community, 
with much to celebrate on 
its 150th birthday.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

Its head chef says: “Roast Chinese BBQ pork is really simple to make and goes 
well with most garnishes including rice, mashed potatoes, stir fry vegetables 
and noodles.” 
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Roast Chinese BBQ Pork 

Serves 4 


Preparation time 

12 hours 

Cooking time 

30 mins 


Ingredients 

• 500g pork fillet, sliced 1 ,5cm-2cm thick 

• Soy sauce, 2 heaped tbsps, 30-35 grams 

• Oyster sauce, 1 heaped tbsp, 1 5-20 grams 

• Hoisin sauce, 1 heaped tbsp, 15-20 grams 

• Sesame oil, 1 heaped tbsp, 15-20 grams 

• Chinese five spice, 1 heaped tsp, 5-7 grams 

• Honey, 2 heaped tbsp, 30-35 grams 

• Rice wine, 1 heaped tbsp, 15-20 grams 

• Pepper, white or black. 

Method 

• Place all the ingredients in a bowl and stir well 
to make the marinade mixture 

• Prepare your pork slicing to size and trim if 
needed. (You could ask your butcher to do 
this for you) 

• Lightly season the pork with pepper and 1 


heaped teaspoon of Chinese five spice 

• Hold back on salt as most Chinese five spice 
blends have salt in them 

• Place the seasoned pork in the bowl with 
the soy sauce, oyster sauce, hoisin sauce, 
sesame oil, honey and rice wine 

• Cover the mixture well and leave to infuse 
in the fridge for a minimum of two hours 
(overnight ideally) 

• Pre heat oven to 1 80C. Place the pork on a 
baking tray with the marinade mixture and 
add 50-70ml of water to the tray to help with 
sauce consistency 

• Place baking tray in the oven for 25-30 
minutes and turn the pork over halfway 
through the cooking time 

• Raise the oven temperature to 200C for the 
final five minutes of cooking time.
